Revb.va, Ohio, July 3.— The worst rail- 
road ttceident that over oecurred in this 
vicinity liuppened at ,'1 o'clock, this inorn- 
in;^. The horrible calamity has fairly ap- 
palled the town and neigliborhood. Ninety 
people were killed and the bodica Avero 
burned to a crisp. More than that number 
are injured. Tho charred ren\aina of the 
dead were taken from tlio ruins of tho lic- 
molishcd passenger train us fast us the 
flames could bo subdued by tho towns- 
people, who rallied to the rcseue. An ex- 
press, loaded with sleeping passengers, wiia 
rnn into by a freight train while tlie express 
vras standing in this city. The wreck of 
tho passenger train was terrible and com- 
plete. To add to the condition of the un- 
lortnnntc passengers, who were imprisoned 
iu the ilebris, the train caiiglit lire and was 
consumed. In this way dealii fairly swept 
through the wrecked train, lly daylight 
^0 bodies, all of them charred in a horrible 
iininner, were taken out. Twenty-three in- 
jured had also been reached. A large num- 
I er of the killed were glass-blowers by 
trade. 

ileo. Holinan, engineer of tho freight, said 
to u reporter: " 1 cannot see that I am to 
blame. Oil! niy (lotl, if I could have stopped 
tho train, but the mils were wet. I was 
not warneil in time and c nild not see the 
liglits of tho express owing to the darkness 
of the fo''. I rever.sed the Icvor as (juickly 
as posalble and jumped from tho trum, sus- 
taining a severe fracture of the ri;jht hand." 
Holman seems to think tlie ilaginan uf t!ic 
passenger train, Fied Boyle, could have 
ihigged from a greater distance. 

The gliiss blowers were on their way cast 
from Findluy. Tho freight train that 
telescoped the exprois was running about 
:jO miles tin hour wbe&. it struck tho pa.ssen- 
ger train. The accidout was duj to care- 
lessness in leaving the switch open. It is 
said three members of the Pittslnr g base- 
ball team were killed iu tho wreck. 

A BAXTLB Fon LIFE. 
One poor, woman was pinioned in the 
wreck, though apparently but slightly hurt, 
whoso appeals lor help will never ho forg )t- 
tiin by till! spectators. The flames h;"d not 
reached, but wore ^wly c&ting i(.hcir way 
tuwarila her. ,St'fOii^'"anR-^''^riHTng- liands' 
swung axes us tlity were never swun^ ■ be- 
fore. It was a batllo between i life uiid 
death. As the he.U became more intense 
the men who were no longer able to with- 
stand the llamcs gave p'.ace to others with 
the rapidity of liuhtniiig, but it vaa a use- 
less tight. The choppers had to full baok 
and abandon the womim to her fate. In a 
moment the flames hod caught her dress 
and instantly leaped to her head. Her pit- 
eous cries of " save me, save ine," as the 
flames enveloped her form, uiid the express- 
ion of iipr.ny on her face as she sank down 
in tho deb.-ia, caused the strongest hearts to 
groiv sick H itii lun'ror. How many more 
simh frightful tragc'ii-s, though un.seen, 
were enacted wit 1 in th burning ruins in 
those brief nioiiiciit.s u nl never be knosvn.

There is a strong prob.ibility that next 
summer will see one or two, perhaps three 
first-class steamers plying between Victoria 
anil Ala.sU.-i, in opposition to the Queen. 
The reauon for this i:: plain. The popularity 
of the excursions to the fur north cannot 
but increase, as long as the service is kept 
ut the standard of excellence maintained by 
Capt. Carroll. The grandeur and novelty 
of the scenery met with on the trip can 
never fail to attract the attention and coin- 
niand the admiration of travellers. 

The Queen is keeping uj) lier ejieed re- 
cord, this season, arriving down with her 
thiril party ahead of t inie, yesterday. The 
nuijorily of the touristH, iiiehiding thirty of 
the ronnd-the-woi hi pas^eng(!i s br'iiijjhi by 
the Knipress of ,Iap:ui, made tin; full trip, 
and enjoyed it immi nsuiy. The weather 
was favorable for Higlil-seeing, no acjidtnts 
occurred, and optain and oHicris devoted 
theni.selvcs assiduously to maliing their 
guests comfortable. Among the notables 
on board were Lieut. -tleneial .Sir Allan 
Johnson, of London, England ; Dr. 
W. W. Mayo, of Rochester, Stite 
Senator for Miiineoota; Hon. and 
!Mra. H. C. (Jreeley, of Clinton, M.tss.; 
Prof. Martin .Sialkor, of Ames, Ohio; Hon. 
A. K. Dcliinej', of ihineau; Hon. and Mrs. 
Charles S. Johuson, of Sitka; Col, and 
Mrs. J. D. Fry, of San Francisco; and 
Rishop Vladimir, of Alaska and tho Aleu- 
tian Islands.

that daylight could be seen under tho bow. 

Tho Alaskan says " the British bark, 
Martha Fisher, Capt. Herbert (!. Lee, 
elciircd on Juno '20111 for Liverpool direct, 
with a full cargo of oil and lisli guano, laden 
at Killianoo, .'idmiraky Island. Much im- 
]):n'tunee attaches to this, the pioneer ship- 
ment of Alaakiin products, to the United 
Kingdom direct, and President Carl .Spuhn, 
of the Alaska Oil and Guano Co., is in high 
feather over the outeoina of his calculations. 
Tho e.ise with v. hieh Cupt. Lee brought hia 
.ship into L'haLhatn .Straits and to the com- 
pany's wharves at Killisiioo, will do much 
towards correcting tho highly erroneous im- 
pressions given out heretofore, on tho part 
of persons inimical to the development of 
the resources of Alaska, that unknown dan- 
gers and a foi bidd.ng coast confronted the 
mariner wlio sought our havens, and Capt. 
Lee, whose enthusiasm knows no boumls, 
declares that never in bia seafaring days 
has he had so little trouble in picking up 
his hind marks and making harbor as on 
thi.s voyage. The value of the Martha Fi-jh- 
er's cargo is S.'i.'),(i'-!(l. The ne.Kt vessel to 
load at Killianoo may be looked for in the 
early part of 1S!)'2, and abo is to be from 400 
to ,')(I0 tons larger than the pioneer Fisher." 

Untler date of Great Lake, liritisli 
Northwest Territory, .Juno l(i, Lieut. 
Scliwatka writes as below to Hon. L. L. 
Williams, of Juneau : 

My p.irty got here to-day, after one week 
on the Takou river and tvro weeks on tho 
trail. As to the river : It is 38 miles to 
the Forks from the mouth and four from 
there to head of canoe navigation, accord- 
ing Dr. Hayes' measurements. I feel fairly 
sure that a powerful river steamer can make 
the Forks at the stage of water we saw, but 
it may be different later in the season. As 
to reaching what is called "Head of Canoe 
Navigation " on Forth Fork, I would want 
the opinion of an expert atcamboatnian. A 
good trail, however, leads out from the 
Forks and joins that leaving " Head of 
Canoe Navigation," so the Indians familiar 
with the locality will tell you. As to the 
trail : It ia 7!) miles tc 0!S, and I feel sure 
that a pack train route could lie readily 
constructed. 1'lie greatest olLstacle to one 
is not in the mountainoua character of the 
country, but in the swampy valleys, and 
the nuinerou.i mosquitoes, there being 
enough of the Idtter to kill ordin.uy 
mul'.'S, I believe. The country is roilly 
open enough to construct a wagon road or 
even a railroad if the tniliie justitied either. 
From here, on the big lake, a river steamer 
can undoubtedly r(!adi Itehring's .Sea, and 
coii.sei(uently on the Yukon rive.-. I liave 
no .loubt l)ut that you cxn getalull" in 
cheaper by this tr.iil tlnii by Chilent, if 
ciiougli of it can be had to justify (-.stablish- 
iiig a pack train. Tho citizens of Juneau 
mikst judge of that part of it. Otherwise 
."in ill lots will continue to go in over the 
I'errier Pass on tho Cliilkoot trail. Even if 
the present traffic does not justify making 
sueh a trail, it may be demanded at 
liny time in tlifffnttlrS- and "'It 'i**.Vi!ry-wy:n 
to know thoti you have such an opening 
ready for yoii; .'I will,' iliake you a much 
fuller report, with Dr. Hayes' map, so far, 
08 soon as I Qet back this fall, unless some 
Lidian scalps my bald he%d before then or 
the mosquitoes cat me up. Give my kind 
regards to friends in Juneau, and tell them 
that tho prospects look us bright, if not 
brighter, than I expected ■when I started.

Ottaw.v, July '3. — 111 order to meet the 
unprecedented situation of the financial 
year, which has been begun without any 
appropriations, Parliament has consented to 
vote one-tenth of tho estimates as a pro- 
visional grant to tide over thodifEculty 
caused by the late assembling of the House 
of Commons. 

The liritiah Columbia Southern railway 
bill was withdrawn to-day, the Government 
liaTing given assurances that if the Canadian 
PuciSo railway do not eonimence the con- 
struction of tho road througli the Crow's 
Nest Pass before next year a charter will be 
granted the Columbia Company. If the 
Cana:lian Paeiflc conimonces the construc- 
tion then running powers will be granted 
tho Company. 

Hon. T. R. Mclnnrs' efforts to cripple 
the Vancouver dock were of no avail, only 
one senator supporting the proposal to de- 
prive the company of Dominion aid. .Mr.

Tho Shuswap and Okanogan Railway w ill bo 
completed this year, and in coseipience a very 
much larger area .of wheat and other cereals 
w ill bo cultivated In tho Vernon and Kndorby 
oisiricts. This railway luns through ono of 
the richest ngrlcultural dIstriotsoT tho Pro- 
vince, but its progress has been retarded for 
want of transport. Adiacont to this raiiw-ay 
is situated the rich milling region of Kootenay, 
w-hich is referred lo elsow liere in this report. 

The Nelson and Sproat's Landing Hallway is 
in tho centre of a very rirli niining district, 
w-liiuh has a great future before it. 

During the last session of the Provincial 
Legislature, charters were granted to thirteen 
rc.ilw-ay, and si.x tiamway companies. Tho 
Victoria & North America Hallway Company 
has made proposals for building a lino from 
Victoria to Hechor Bay, in connection with 
the iir'iposed forry from tho latter placo to 
Port Crescent, State of Washington, with 
tho object of joining tho Northern Pnoitic 
liaihvay l.'ompany's system at that point. 
Several charters w-ere granted for railways 
through the fertile valley of tho Fraser. If 
the Cariboo Jiailway ia constructed, extensive 
gold mining operaiions w-lU bo cirried on, aa 
tijo necessary machinery, which it is now im- 
posaihlo lo freight into the gold llelds, could 
ho easily and convienenlly sent by railway. 

Your cominitiee consiiler that the time has 
now arrived when the railway systeiii of Van- 
couver Island should bo extended northward, 
and trusts that tho Provincial Govornmont at 
the next session of the Legislature w ill take 
the necessary steps towards carrjing out 
this important work, and thus open up a large 
and undeveloped sec ion of thisisland.

tent, hy tho largo yield of Alaskan cannericB, 
which is brought into direct competition with 
our provlnci'il product, and, although the 
Alaska llsli varies in appearance nnd quality, 
and is generally inferior to Hritish Columbia 
salmon, it is p'ocurablo in larger (luantiiio.i, 
unskilled labor is more readily obtainable, and 
tho canners, moreover, are not hanijiered w-ith 
oppressive aii',1 uselesis regulations in the pur- 
suit of tho industry ; they are conseiiuently 
able to Miarkot Iheir pack at a. very coiisidoi- 
ably lower cost than tlio Hritish Columbia 
article. 

In the last report of the Hoard it w.is pointed 
out that Btrohg efforts had been made to induce 
the Minister or Marino and Fisherioa Depart- 
ment at Ottawa to visit tho province, with a 
via w to u thorough inquiry into tho guiieral 
working of tho salmon Industry, and tho regu- 
lations in force, w hich have caused so much 
frlc ion between the c Winers, llshermcn ai d 
tho department. Tho .Minirtor, while appar- 
ently agree.ible lo the suggcilion. did not lliid 
it convenient to carry it out. and it is to be re- 
gretted tliatamaltor, so pregnant with intere=l 
to tho leading industry uf tho I'roviiice, 
should have been permitted to iMintinue in the 
same unsatisfactory condition as referred lo 
in tho Hoard's last, report. Tho only steps 
lakon by the Minister to carry out tho aiig- 
gestions of the Board and tho Caimors' Asao 
elation was to instruct a Mr. Wilrnot, who ia 
connected with tho Fisheries Department, to 
give hia \iew8 upon the question, which were 
ubtaini'd Uuriiig a visit of two days on the 
Fra-ier Hiver, and w-oro duly comni'inicated lo 
the Minisler in a report since publi-.hed, and 
whicli, owing lo the few hoiira in which ihe 
ohserTations were made, was neces.sarily full 
of iliac ■uracie's and exaggerations of a gener- 
ally mialeadiug character throughout, and, 
c onseipiently, of no value whatever. 

Vour eoiUMjittee regret lo report that beyond 
vacillating regulations which have sineo been 
made by ihe D partment, no projier basis for 
an adjustment of the questinn has been deter- 
mined upon, and, after loiiglhcned dlscuBsions 
anil correspondence on the part of this Hoard 
ami the Caniiers' Assoi-ial ion, it is aitparoiit 
I bill any furlher altimpt on the part of the 
.Marine and Fisheries Department to deal with 
the (]uestii)ii without a proper reali/.ation of 
the local requireineiita and hurroiiiidings, and 
its extreme luiiiiirtiiiiL'o generally to our Pro- 
vince, niiHt re.-,iilt in failuie, a-) in the past, 
and your coniniittue therefore is fully inaceord 
with tho reeomnu ndations of the Caiiners' As 
sociatlon, that tlie appointment of a Hoard of 
Cominlsaiomu's w-itbin this Province, following 
tho lines laid down by a .joint co'iiuiiltee from 
tho Oregon and Wa-hington, I.'. S., legislatures 
with respect to tlie salmon llshuriis on the 
< 'idumhia river should he ailnpted in Hriiiali 
( 'nhiiiibia. It has been furl her suggest ed that 
1 In- jinn iiiee should have the coni rol and direc- 
I iim uf its llsheries, in view of Ihe unsiK-cussful

Tho exports of gold show a falUnROiT, ia con- 
scqiicnco of pi .cer mining diminishing. 

Quartz miniuK on a systematic basis in the 
ICootcnay district ia being rapidly prosecuted, 
aa mentioned in tho pr vloua amnial report, 
Tho progress of tliis district has been retarded 
fjr lack of tranai'ort facilities ; tho branch lino 
of tlin Oi' adian|Pacilic railway, from bproats" 
to Nelson, la being operated in connection with 
river to mora, but tho service la very Impor- 
fjctand lojilly inadequate for tho require- 
ments, aa tho boa'B can only run two-thirds of 
tho year. Tho difliculty would, in a great 
meaaure, bo overcame by tho building of tho 
lino provided for by tho " Kort Sheppurd and 
Nelson Railway Act, 1891," and a miu«to of 
council has been foro'ardetl to Messrs. Karle 
and Prior. M.'a P., ask ng them to use ihoir 
best ondoavoi a to enauro the necessary legisla- 
tion in tho Dominion Uousoof Commons, where 
it wnsreported the mettsuro has met with op- 
position. Tho attention of capitalista ia a.'- 
ready dirccttd to iho Kootenay district, and, 
with proper machinery and cheap trnn»port, 
jcdging from tho onulysis of recent (iiiartz dia 
covoriea, it is probable results will follow fully 
equal to the expectations of tho most san- 
guine. 

Prospecting for minerals on this Island bus 
beon vlgoroualy carried out. No important 
discoTcrles havu been repor<ed, bat the indica- 
tions tend ti confirm tho fact that tho Island is 
rich in prcoious motals. 

The mluiDK laws, which havo been revised 
'and anien'*ea upon lines suggested by a com- 
mission if pia.stlcal men, will, it Is hopor!, 
accomplish tho purpose for which they were 
intended. 

LUMBER. 

The exports of lumber from tho provinc 
haro increased, but it is dilUcult to obtain 
correct information, an tho (luantilica scut by 
rail to tho Kastern I'rovlncea are not included 
In tho tables. The opening of the Nicaragua 
(Janal, referred to eleowhero, would undoubt- 
edly glvo n Ki'^'^t irapofas to this already im- 
portant indiiatry, 

A largo luuibef Uiill lias recently been estab- 
lishod uC Choiiiainua, and ship-building iu con- 
neciton will bo earned on. 

Another lumber mill has been oslablisho l at 
Cowichan.and other important esiabliahmenta 
are in ecn: emplation in the near future, both on 
this Island and tho Mainland. 

liOKgloK o imps are increasing, and the indus- 
try is progressing sa isfactoriiy, although the 
foieifm trade has been depressed, owing to 
various eauaea; the revolution in Chili and tho 
politic il disturbance in Buenos Ayres both 
contributing to this. 

It ia hoped the act'on of the Board will en- 
sure tho proper claasilieation in Auatralla, of 
future exports of British Columbia lumber to 
that colony. 

Attention ia directed to the Btrength of Brit- 
ish Columbia timber; tables in rtroreuco tbero- 
to are included in the appendices. 

KflL'IT OltOUI.NO. 

This industry, wo are pleased to gr\thor from 
varloua sources, aa well aa from ourowni'b- 
aervutions of what ia being done in various 
diatriclB, is receiving increased attention, and 
tho indications are that it will, in a few years 
hence, have reached dimenaions of commercial 
imporlanco worthy of an annual review. 

It seema almost a revola'ion to many when 
thoy are told that thia Industry in Ualifornta, 
which, filteen years ago, was as little thought 
of as It is with us at the present timo, has now 
reached tho enormous value ot ?19,857,8l'6 for 
the post yenr. Wheat growing, llfteon years 
since, was then tho engrossing pursuit of the 
farmer, but according to recent returns the 
value of wheat and llour exports waal.ssby 
?5:!().i;0O than that of fruit cxport.s. 

Th'it the lands of many parts ot this Prorinco, 
and particularly of lliia laland, aro admirably 
adapted for fruit growing has been demon- 
strated beyond diaputo ; and a well known 
authority (.Mr. Cunningham of New Westmin- 
ster) stated at a recent meeting that all fruits, 
not tropio-il, except grapes, can be successfully 
grown in tho Province. 

The laoc that tho imports of fruit as entered 
at tho Custom Houjo at Victoria nnmunted to 
9SU,015 for last yo ir, on which 516,372 00 duty 
was oaid, shows.tliat a large local gap haste 
be fiUofl : and a large and increasing market 
may bo looked for in tho Northwest, where 
frult,itmaysi>foly be said, cannot be auccosa- 
fully grown. 

HANUVAOTOBBS. 

The establishment of a sugar refinery nt 
Vancouver, roller mills and oatmeal mills in 
Victoria, and the general enlargement and iin 
provenijuta to mills in the interior, indicate 
in a most desirable channel, advance and pru- 
gresa of tho Province. Witli large tr.icLs of 
rich land, andc imato favorable for the growtl 
of wheat, llio iinpni tation of a.i.OG.'i barrels lluu 
from the United .--tales, valuc?i;i i 8!ll, the duty 
on which amounted to §lil,ll21.t-(i, during tlie 
fiscal year ending Juno :wth, IbUO, is u nniti 
which c ills for serious attention. Tlie capacity 
of our provincial milla is amplo for grindiog all 
our requirements. 

Fruit canning has already commenced on 
the Alainland, and has proved a grL-at success; 
arrangement H aro in progress tor thu establish- 
mont of a fruit cinnury on this Isl.ind. while 
the recent reduction in duty on sugar should 
operate favorably to this new indu-lry. Tho 
Province as a Held for auccosafiil fruit growins 
is refurrc'U to elacwhero in this report. 

A project la also in hand lor the establish 
ment ot a - paper mill near Alborni, on this 
Island. 

SURVEYS. 

During tho past year tho I'rovincial fJovern 
ment has been actively engagcil in prosecuting 
surveys on tho Mainland and Island. Tlielyliii 
cotln aurvoy party gathered moat valuable in 
formation during tho Humnior of ISDO, About 
3,000,(XK) acres were found III for agricultural 
purpojcs ; one-third being prairio imdthore.it 
neany all composed of level benchoii. The land 
is reported good, with water, firewood, game 
and fish, IsutUclont for thousands of settlers. 
The want of commanlcatio-i i," tho grcatdraw- 
back to ■ his dl.-.trict., but which could bo ob- 
viate 1 by tho construutlon of tho Canada West- 
ern Central U iihvay. 

Another i-urvcy party reports somo 8,500 
acres suit4i')le for aeltlcmimt in ilicS/in .luan 
Valley, on thia Island. In tho event of the 
i:rofLer project for colonizing curtain lands on 
Van' Oliver Island, being concluded, I hia valley 
should form a suitable point for culiivaiion 
and Hcltlemont. A survey of tlui -Nitinat Val- 
ley, Vancouver Island, haa been car icil out, 
anci a largo porlioiiof desirable land haa been 
pro-empted or applied for. 

There uro now two parlies making explora- 
tions In tho Northern iiortion of the Province; 
also two parties In a iNortliern section of tho 
laland, completing township and out-IIno sur- 
veys; other parties are on the Mnlnlunil divid- 
ing lanil for sotlloiuent. No olHclal reports aro 
to hand at present, 

Votir comiiiitleo wnnhl again vontiiro (o sug- 
gest to the Provincial (Jovernmuut tho Inad- 
viaubllity ot selling any of these lands to others 
than actual sottlorfl.

Mr. Carl 
Iiowenborg, of Victoria, haa received tho 
appointment of consul for tho province of 
British Columbia. 

noAUD OP TRADE ntriLDiya. 
Your counsel, acting upon tho suggostiona 
previously made by the Board, havo agri-ed to 
thu jiurchaso of a convenient site on Bastion 
Square, for thoBura of $10,200.00, and a com- 
mittee has boon ajipdnted to consider and 
roport upon a building schomu by which the 
Hoard could nequiro its own promiaca In a 
desirable portion ot tho city. The timo, how- 
ever, between tho resolution of council and 
tho appointment of committoo hna beon too 
short to enable tho latter to report, and your 
new council will thoreforo bo asked to actively 
t'iko tho matter in hand, aa a!ao a scherno fur 
IncorporntlnB tho Board by spoctil charter, at 
the next meeting ot tho IjOgislnturo ; whereby 
It would bt) eniiblcd to deal with real estate 
and acquire other privilegua which it does not 
at iircsenl possess. 

Your council would have proforrcd to have 
subiuittod the question of purchasing the 
building sits to a. full Buard, but speedy action 
balng uccesaary I he council deemed it desira- 
ble to aesiimo the responsibility of acquiring 
the property. 

iNsoLviENcnr law. 

Continued dlssatlafartlon has beon exprcssfd 
in the absence of adequate laws, providing for 
tho ciitiitablo diatrlbution of the assots of in- 
eolveiil debtors ; tho matter has been repeat- 
edly urged by tho Board aud ia commended to 
tho attention of tlio incoming council for fur- 
ther action, in conjunction with other Boards 
of Trade. Thit tho non-cilslenco of suitable 
measures for dealing with insolvent estates, 
should ,bo so long tolerated is a toproaoh to tho 
Parliament ot Canada. 

KICARAOUA CANAl. 

The Nicaragua Canal, in course of construc- 
tion, is a work, the (-irects of whicli, when 
completed, upon tho Interests of tlic Pacillc 
coast, muat be of the vastest importance, and 
in f, let cannot bo estinialed at tlie preaeni day, 
deiervea remark although ef a brief nature. 

From an address recently delivered in San 
Fraacisco by ox-Scnalor Miller, Prealdont of 
the Nicaragua'Canal Company, the following 
Information Is gathered.— Complete surveys 
of the work havo beon made, all tho prelim- 
inary work has beon done, and already $4,000,- 

000 OJ to 55.000,000.00 havo been expended on 
the work, which ia being pushed rigorouslv 
forward. The estimated cost of the whole 
underUklng is placed at SCj.OOO.OOO, or ?;iO,(»0,- 
O.Olesa than tho cost of the Suez canal ; and it 
la expoctod tho work will bo complttcd tnd 
tho canal open to the shipping of tho world 
williin six years. 

The dlatanco by sea, between Victoria and 
England, will bo reduced by about 7,000 miles, 
and between Victoria and Halifax by lU.OOO 
miles. 

The eiroct of Iho saving of time and distJincc 
n relation to shipping must bo something 
enormo'iH and cannot bo othorwiso than of 
the greatest bonsflt to this Province, increaa 
Ing t:io tacilitits ot adding to our population 
and cheapening the n>eans ot getting to tbo 
markets ot tho world, the products of our 
mines, forests and fisheries.

It may be worth while, when considering 
the criticisms of tho press of tho Liberal 

Opposition on tho commercial policy of the 
present Covorninent, to cniiuire into the 
way in wiiich the I^iberals dealt with sugar 
vhen they were in power, and what were 
, the results of their policy with regard to 
that commodity ! To begin with, under 
the Liberal administration the sugar re- 
fineries of the Dominion wore idle. The 
people iiuid a heavy duty on every pound of 
refined aii^jar that was imported, and 
' price WU3 conseijuoutly high. There were 
. imported in 1878, 109,000,000 pounds of 
sugar, and the duty on it was 
2.37 cents a pound. Only 6 per 
cent, of the sugar imported was 
raw. The rest 94 per cent, was refined 
sugar, manufactured in otlier countries. 
Tho wholesale price of a pound of crushed 
white sugar in Montreal, on June 2Gth, 1878, 
just before the Liberals went out of power, 
was from 10 cents to 10} cents a pound. 
Tho wholesale price of the same quality of 
augur in tho same place, on Juno2Cth, 1891, 
was 4J o3nts a pound. In ISOl there were 
five sugar reiineriei in tho Dominion. In 
183!), oloven years after the National 
Policy had been in operation, the quantity 
of sugar consumed in the Dominion had 
riaeu to 22.'{, 841, 171 pounds, or more than 
twice whit it was in 1878. In 1889 about 
O.') per cent, of tho sugar consumed 
ivaa refined in CanaiU, and only 
■'5 per cent, imported. For the 109,000,000 
ipounds of sugar consumed in 1878, the 
.people of Canada paid the foreigner §0,180,- 
•OOD; for the 22,'1,841,171 pounds consumed 
- in 1889 only 800,000 was sent out of tlie 
• country. It will bo seen from tlii.s that tlie 
.people of Canada are not under any obliga- 
tion% t9 the Liberals for tho cheap sugar 
they have us -d and are using. It was Sir 
John Macdonald's Government whicb took 
tho duly ofT Sou and coflee. Under tho 
Liberals, notwithstanding their professiona, 
theae neccssariea of life were heavily taxed. 
Yet, sonic of, tlieir newsjiapera have the 
audacity to .say that to nnike eiigar, and 
ncccssar 01 i:cnerally, free, is carrying out 
tho iJriuciplci of the Liberal party. 



say that such a cuurso is childisli, ia to 
speak of it altogether too nilldly. No child 
that is fit to think for itself in tho siinpl 
mitter would act so idiotically. 

Tho Times, with characteristic unreason 
and unfairness, takea for f^ranted that tlic 
Government would not treat Mr. MuLcod 
fairly.

This is tho kind of stufl that the Times 
tries to pass ofl' 0)1 this coinmuuity for rea- 
soning. We do not believe that more un- 
mitigated rubbish can bo found in any news- 
paper published between this Island of Van- 
couver and the Island of Capo Breton. It 
contains a great deal of malignitj', but not 
a particle of sense. What the Times calla 
the l']ducational Ca-aar is the (lovernmentof 
this province, composed of men of ability 
and integrity, who, almost every d.iy, liavo 
to deal with matters mucli more important 
and much moro intricate than this diaputo 
liotwoen the Superintendent of Kducation 
nd the Principal of the Victoria Ifigli 
.School. It is doing the gentlemen who com- 
pose the (iiivernment the grossest iiijustici: 
to piosumo that they would not correct uii}' 
blunder that the Department of Education 
may have made, or make amends for any 
injustice that may have been committed 
If the Times possessed a scintilla of good 
sen.sc it 'A'oukl see that if the (lovornirient 
ale what it, witli stupid malignity, jiresup 
poses them to be, prepared to treat the 
Principal of the Iligli .School with injustic 
the most efTcotual way possible of proving 
whether its estimate of them is 
correct or not would be to have 
tho case go before them in the regu- 
lar and constitutional way, and give them 
tho opportunity of deciding upon its 
merits. But the Times would not 
have the Principal do this, and 
the reason is not hard to find. It knows, 
well, that the Government would treat all 
the parties concerned fairlj-, and decide im- 
partially.

If he has no grievance, if be knows that ho 
lias not been treated unfairly, and wishes 
to be revenged on the Minister of Educa- 
tion and the officials of the Department, for 
some slight, realoriinaginary, then, perliaps, 
tho most efirectual way of obtaining i tem- 
porary gratification of his injured feelings, 
ia to apply to men who have no power in 
the premises, for the purpose, not of getting 
justice, but of exposing the Minister of 
Education and the odieials of his Depart- 
ment to the ruffianly attacks of an un- 
scrupulous Oppojition newspaper.

CHILI'S NEW PRESIDENT. 

Vicuna ChoBen to Succeed Balmaceda— BIooil 
About to Flow. 

New Youk. July I.— A Coquinibo, Chili, 
correspondent telegraphs, under date of 
June 28, that the President of tho Govern- 
ment party has been elected. Tho provinces 
in Southern Chili, all under Balmaceda'a 
control, voted on Saturday. As was a fore- 
gone conclusion Ualinaceda's candidate, 
Vicuna, was chosen as his successor. This 
ia only the general report of the vote. 

The final result will not be made public 
till July 25. Between now and then Bal- 
maceda will remain in office and will hesi- 
tate at notliing to stamp out the revolution. 
Ho is in the light to the bitter end." There 
will be no compromise, Bither he must fall 
or the insurgents will have to make an un- 
conditional surrender. 

This town is alive, to-day, with warlike 
scenes. I'jverything points to a fierce Gght 
at a very early date. News reached bore 
that all the insurgent ships, with ono ex- 
ception, the Esmeraldii, arc in remlezvous 
at Caldera, 2IK) miles to the north, the port 
where the Hlarico Kncalada was sunk. 
Their pur-pose is, without doubt, to attack 
C' fpiimbo ut once. 

it seems that the insurgents have been 
encouraged by tbo teports emanating from 
hereof dissatisfaction among the supporters 
of li dn.aceda. They hope to bo joined by 
hundr eds of deserters us soon as they make 
a descent upon this place. If this is so, 
it will make a big diO'erence in tho coming 
light. 

It looks as if Ibo insurgents and the Bal- 
mucedaists would be in conflict by July 1 or 
2. Thei'C are 7,000 government ti'oops in 
this town, and much less than nnc half of 
these are reguhirs. The rest are volunteers, 
and are not nmcb to be depended upon, It 
is from their ranks that most of the deser- 
ters to the other side are gathered. There 
is no telling what tho strength of tho iu- 
sOrgents at Calder'a ia, but it is rt])orted 
that thoy have 8,000 well-armed tr oops iu 
all; and that only for lack of aininuuition 
they could put a much larger force in tho 
field. 

I have just been informed that an attack 
by lioth land und aea upon Coquimbo may 
be looked for ; lialnmcoda'a officers here 
lire iiuiking preparations for a savage resis- 
taneo. They iire trained men and good 
lighters. The weakness of tho Balniaeeda 
army is in its volunteors,

After to-morrow 
the duty will bo 2 1-5 cents per pound. As 
a conscquenco there is mucli activity iinioiif; 
importera, who are unxioua to rgi in-coiiiiiig 
steamers |)ast the cnstoina house olhcera 
before lo-iiiorrow. Every steamer which 
has left B.-itisli porta withia the 
last month liaa l)rought over a big 
cargo of the metal, and the num- 
ber of cases filled with tin which 
have been landed in Now York city have 
been enormpus. A reporter made u tour 
of the West Side Bteainship doclts, yester- 
day, and found that the big liucra had dis- 
carded all general freight oa the other side 
and had wrtvod in this port with full 
Ciirgfics of tta. Saveral at the boftt? ar- 
rived ahead of their schedule date. The 
Cunard atcnnier Servia docked at 11 o'clock, 
yesterday morning. She had 28,000 cases 
of tin. Shu also brought C.")? pussengers. 
The Runic, of the White Stur lino, pot to 
her dock about the same time with oO.OOO 
cttSOK of tin. She also had seven thorough- 
bred liorEes aboard and a small quantity of 
miscellaneous irercliaiidise. Thetiuioii line 
Bteanier Wyoming pot here, yesterday, 
with 8,000 cases of tin. She left Liver- 
pool one day alioad of her sailing date 
and reached here one day bffoic the printed 
date for her arrival. The Ethiopia, 
of the .^.nclior line, arrived, yesterday, 
also. She was weighed down with .'iO,- 
OOO cases of tin. The same lino expects 
another steamer to arrive to-'duy. The 
Galileo, of the Sanderson line, swung 
into lin- Hi ooklyii dock yesterday with a 
consignment of 40,000 cases. Tlie Na- 
tional lino steamer Spain arrived Sunday 
with a big cargo of tin. All the com- 
panies expect other steamers to arrive by 
to night. 

Sa.s Pkancisco, June 30. — Enough tin 
is at present in the bands of the dealers 
in this country to make cans enough to 
contain the entire fruit crop of California 
for at least two seasons as well as other 
articles of tinware. Customs ofllcials state 
tiiat but little tin is now en route to this 
«ity. During the past two months, how- 
everi large quantities of it have passed 
. through the custom house.

The Honorary Treasurer begs to present his f'irst Annual Report of the Finances of the Provincial Royal 
Jubilee Hospital. The fiscal year commenced with a balance of $216.95 received from the Construction 
Committee, and the balance of $1176 handed over by the Trustees of the Old Royal Hospital, 

the balance on hand at the Bank is now reduced to the small sum of $12.30. 

, - The expenditure for the first year is exceptionally heavy, and not likely to occur ayfain for a very considerable 
period, furnishing- the Institution being now completed; every economy has been used that could possibly be devised 
•without impairing the good working of the Hospital, and the health and comfort of the inaintes and nursing stafl'. 

The receipts from Hospital Sunday Fund, $611.95, are very gratifying, and there is no doubt these can be 
considerably augmented in the future if the Ministers of every Denomination will kindly use their best eflforts 
to assist tlie Directors ; several congregations have not been heard frnm during the past year, it is to be hoped 
they will give a helping hand during the coining year. 

The pay patients list is progressing slowly but surely, and will ultimately enable the Institution to pay its 
>vay. The Treasurer regrets to report that in several cases patients leaving the Hospital have under one 
pretence or anotiier left the city without paying their indebtedness, and rigorous measures out to be taken 
to prevent a recurrence of the same. 

The Donation List amounting to $1834.82, was a very welcome addition to the funds, and will it is to be 
iioped more largely expanded in the coming year. 

The Subscription List is about the worst shewn for many years for an Institution of this kind, what is 
wanted more particularly as forming a perm-tnent income, is a large number of annual subscribers. The urgency 
of this is now apparent, as ftmds must be forthcoming to meet the present large liabilities on Working 
Accotmt, $5512.0.), otherwise it may become necessary for a portion of tiie Hospital to be closed by the Board 
.nnd the present ellicient staff considerably reduced. Should this step have to be unfortunately adopted, it will 
considerably retard the progress of the Institution. 

The Hon'y Treasurdr would respectfully suggest that a Committee of Ladies could materially assist the 
Directors in the matter of obtaining Annual Subscribers, and the Directors would hail with satisfaction such a 
valuable volunteer body, and there is no doubt that their labors would iiave a large amount of success. 

The numerous body of workmen employed in the city can also materially assist in their contributions, if 
each factory and workshop would take charge of a box for collecting the same, at least ten cents from each man 
per week would never be missed, and prove a very considerable source of revenue. 

The assets of the Institution have only been placed at their actual cost, and the estimated surplus of 
Sb3. 368.82 alfords a good indication of the wisdom of the Original Committee who purchased the site, 
\vhich is now a valuable asset. 

The Hon'y Treasurer begs to thank his co-Directors for their hearty support and co-operation during the 
past yenr, and predicts a prosperous future for the Institution, the public being now fully informed as to the! 
great work being carried on. 

The report of the Auditor, iMr. C. G. Wylly, is herewith appended, and he has liberally returned the sum 
$25 awarded him by the Board for audit fee, as a donation to the funds.

Ladies and Gentlk.men, — ^The Directors beg to submit their First Annual Report for the information of 
the public generally, and trust, that although the finances are at a very low ebb, it will be considered they have 
done the best they possibly coulfl with the means at their disposal. 

The final transfer of patients from the old Royal Hospital took place on the 20th May, 1890, and the new 
Institution was formally declared open by H. R. Highness the Duke of Connaught, on the 21st May, 1S90, all 
working expenses being paid up to ,31st May, i8go, out of the Royal Mospital funds, at which latter date, the 
present Board of Directors commenced their labors under the Act of Incorporation, but it was two \ponths 
before a Resident Surgeon and efficient staff of nurses could be put into good working- order, and set the 
Institution fairly at work. 

The Directors note with great satisfaction, the construction of the Tramway Cars right up to" the entrance 
gates of the Institution, thus affording an easy means of access to the Hospital for the friends of patients and 
visitors ; the question of the best form of ambulance for the conveyance of patients, is now under considera" 
tion thanks to the liberality of Major Dupont, who has promised the sum of $500 towards this object when 

the most approved pattern has been decided upon by the Hoard. 

The amount received froni pay patients $4,291.30, although not as large as the Board could lia\-e desired, 
will doubtless be considered a fair criterion of the favorable opinion entertained by the public of the 
comforts and care exercised in the treatment of patients ; and also, when it may be mentioned that it only 
represents ten months receipts out of the twelve, durini^ which this Board have been working, as it took fully 
two months to properly funiisii and organize tlie staff to the satisfaction of the Directors, and the well-being 
of the patients. 

.'\s will be seen by tiie I'inancial Statement of tlie Original Construction Committee, issued with this Report, 
this Board of Directors .assumed under the Act of Incorporation, all liabilities and contracts outstanding, and have 
the pleasure of stating the building was thoroughly completed, and all liabilities in connection therewith discharged 
without any disputes to the satisfaction of all concerned ; to do this however, the Board under the powers 
vested in them, had to raise a mortgage on the property of $15,000, at seven per cent per annum, the interest 
thereon $1,050, naturally causes a heavy drain on the funds of the Institution, the Directors confidently hope 
at a future tim6 some of our wealthy citizens will take example from the recent large legacy bequeathed to 
another local charitable institution, and relieve this Iiistititlion of the mortgage thereon by similar liberality. 

The Directors are also pleased to announce that the amalgamation of the French Benevolent Institution with 
the Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital is now completed, and same has been ratified by an Order in Council, its 
property has all been handed over to this Board, and is now fully at tlie disposal of any future Board of 
Directors. It was hoped it would have been sold and the proceeds applied to the payment of the large sums 
owing for furnishing and draining accounts, $7,335.41 before this report was issued, but the recent effort 
to dispose of the same at auction only resulting in a bid of $5,000, it was considered advisable by the Board to 
wait until a better figure might be realized. The Relief Board of the City Council have since arranged with the 
Directors to rent the French Hospital for $100 per month for six months, with the option of a longer term, as 
a Home for the Aged Poor. 

The Directors nominated by the French Benevolent Society to represent them on this Board, are, I. Braver- 
man, Thos. Siiotbolt and G. A. Brown, each of whom has taken his seat and worked harmoniously with the 
present Board. 

The questions of drainage, lighting and laundry arrangements h:i\'e been sources of great anxiety to the 
Directors, and every point has been fully discussed and considered; that of drainage being however the most 
important, has had the most serious attention. Since the Institution was opened, the city limits have been 
enlarged, and now enclose the Hospital and grounds within its jurisdiction, and it now falls within the province 
of the city authorities to perfect a complete system of drainage, and connect with the sewer operations in active 
progress. The City Council have already placed a new sidewalk from the tramway terminus to the Hospital 
buildings up the Mount Tolmie Road. Surveys ha\ie been fully made and the route almost decided upon for 
complete drainage, and repeated interviews thereon with the city authorities have taken place, and it is 
confidently hoped that ere long operations will be commenced, and all complaints and danger from this cause 
be entirely removed. In view of the heavy sum expended for washing, steam laundry arrangements on the 
premises will have to he ultimately undertaken, but until the arrangements for drainage are completed, this 
matter will have to be deferred. The question of more eflicient lighting has also been fully gone into, but as 
the Gas Company decline to look at any reasonable proposition, and the Electric Light Company is too expen- 
sive, this matter has also been postponed until the Institution is better able to expend funds in what must 
undoubtedly be an expensive outlay. Coal oil is however being used at present, and answers fairly well con- 
sidering the extensive nature of the building. 

The Report of the resident Sur^^eon, Dr! Richardson, is appended hereto. His credentials on his appoint- 
ment were of the highest order, and the Directors have every reason to be satisfied with the zealous and active 
performance of his duties. The thanks'of the Board is also extended to the members of the Medical Board, 
and all visiting or in any way connected with the Institution, for their hearty co-operation and valuable assist- 
ance at all times. 

Tlie Directors regret to announce the decease in December last, of their old and highly esteemed colleague, 
James Fell, Esq.; in accordance with the Constitution of the .'\ct of Incorporation, A. C. Flummerfelt, Esq., was' 
unanimously elected by the Board to fill the vacancy for the remainder of the present year, as a first Director. 

The first Matron engaged Miss Summerfield came with first class credentials, and remained five months, 
but finding the duties required of her were not what she had anticipated, she tendered her resignation, and was 
succeeded by Miss Crickmay, who came to the Board also highly recommended, and gave general satisfaction 
in the discharge of her duties up to last month, when several infractions of the By-laws for her guidance, and 
confiicting opinions with the wishes of the Resident Medical Officer, likely to be subversive of the discipline of 
the Institution, caused a majority of the Board to call for her resignation, which has been duly tendered 
and accepted. Miss Mowat, the head- Nurse, has been unanimously appointed by the Board to fill the position 
of Matron and head Nurse. 

Our esteemed President, Thomas R. Smith, Esq., finding himself in a minority on the question of the 
resignation of the Matron, resigned his position as President, much to the regret of all his colleagues, and they 
take this public opportunity of thanking him for his zealous work and courteous manner at all times whilst 
presiding over them ; only one month accruing before the Board retires, the Vice-Chairman has fulfilled the 
requisite duties. 

The Directors have also to heartily thank those ladies and gentlemen who have so kindly and continuously 
sent fruit, flowers, books and gifts of every kind for the use of the inmates. Most of the donations have been 
from time to time acknowledged in the public press. Likewise, the generosity of the list of donations, 
amounting to $1,834.82, without which sum the Board would have found themselves considerably hampered 
for want of funds, it proves, however, the usefulness of the Institution is fully appreciated, and the Board 
confidently appeal for a further continuance of such liberal sums. 

THE ANNUAL SUBSCRIBERS list is however, the most unsatisfactory feature in the present Directors 
Balance Sheet. A Collecting Committee of ten members of the Board was appointed to canvass the city for sub- 
scribers, when it was hoped $3000 or $4000 might easily have been raised, but owing to sickness and absence 
from the city of many of the Committee appointed, it was found quite impracticable to carry out the collection, 
and it therefore will become the duty of the new Board to consider specially ho\V the serious deficiency shewn 
in the working accounts of $5,512,14, is to be liquidated in the future. 

The Government Grant placed in the Estimates for the coming year is $8,000, for which the Board express 
their thanks. With the accommodation, however now existing for pay patients at the Institution, it is 
hoped the income from this source will re.ach to $8,000 during the next year. 

The laying out of the grounds surrounding the Hospital, makihg roadways, etc., li.ad also to be deferred 
owing to lack of funds. It is hoped during the coming year this with all othur defects, will be duly remedied. 

In conclusion, the Board have to thank the public generally, for the kindly interest evinced in their labors, 
which for the first year have been exceptionally heavy, and trust the same hearty support will be accorded to their 
successors, and bring this Institution to what it has at present every prospect of becoming, a complete success. 

In accordance with the Act of Incorporation, the twelve first Directors term of office expires on the 30th 
day of June, 1891, when they all retire, but as original donors and members of the Corporation are eligible 
for re-election. 

The Treasurers Statement of Accounts and Report is likewise appended, and gives a coinplete statement 
of the affairs of the Institution to 31st May, 1S91.

To the President and Board of Directors, Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital : 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit to you my Report for the year ending May 31st, 1891. 

During the first year of its management, there was, of course, much to be done in the way of organi2ation, 

but I am happy to say we enter on our second year fully equipped in almost every respect, and with every 
branch in working order. 

Before next winter, it will be necess.-uy to provide for better heating and ventilation in the general wards. 
I trust also, that some means may be provided for disinfecting and washing the soiled linen of the Hospital on 
the premises ; and also, that a few alterations may be made in the infectious wards, in order that the work may 
be done in that department more easily and'satisfactorily. 

I would beg to draw your attention to the large number of deceased patients, who were either over the age 
of seventy years: or were brought to the Hospital in a dying condition. 

We are indebted to the many generous friends of the Hospital for regular donations of fruit, flowers, books, 
papers, linen and clothes, and are at all times most grateful for donations of any kind. Our gratitude is also 
due to many ladies who have devoted their time and talents in providing music and other entertainments for 
the patients in the wards. 

We have had three probationers under training in the Hospital during the year, two of whom are now on 
our staff as under-nurses. I hope to see an increase in this branch of Hospital work during the coming year. 

Our Nurses are shewing an ever-increasing interest in the Hospital — it is to their efficiency and zeal that 
the success of the Hospital under its visiting and consulting staffs must always be due, and I shall at all times 
endeavor to maintain as high a standard in this respect as it is possible to reach. 

Appended are the various' Statistics relating to the patients treate4 during the year from June ist, 1890, to 
May 31st, 1891. I , . ;
